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State Gives Advice 


But School Money Has 


to Be Raised Locally 


|F THE LATEST word from the 


Legislative Council sessions at 


Little Rock is the final one then 
you had better brace yourself for 
some cold facts about the public 
school tax picture. 


Only now are we getting the full 


measure of the financial disaster 
into which the reckless policy and 
bad advice of the State 
Depart- 


ment of Education has plunged the 
local school districts of Arkansas 
—a disaster which the educational 
high command sought to gloss over 
by frantically beating the drums 
for ill-fated Amendment No. 41 in 
the general election last month. 


State Comptroller Lee Roy Beas- 


ley told the 
Legislative Council 


yesterday that state commitments 
to local school districts will require 
an additional $6,100.000 for the bal- 
ance of this fiscal year. 


L. H. Autry, Mississipppi county 


representative who is also school 
superintendent at Burdette, 
said 


the state might get by with an in- 
crease of only $5,000.000 in taxes— 
and then added this 
significant 


statement: 


"A sales tax — with an emergen- 


cy clause — is the only way we can 
find that $3,000,000 between 
now 
and July 1." 


The sales tax Mr. Autry is talk- 


ing about is the Hall law that now 
levies 2 per cent against all com- 
modity dealings — in food, clothing, 
.and the other necessities of life. 
Increasing the sales tax to 3 pel- 
cent might — or mi^ht not — raise 
the needed $5,000,000. 


Mr. Autry himself doesn't think 


much of the idea, for he stipulated 
in his talk before the Legislative 
Council that his opinion "did not 
necessarily" mean he would spon- 
sor the required legislation. 


•J-HERE CERTAINLY isn't going 


to be any increase in the state 
sales tax. 


This is a case where you can take 


the pitcher to the well but once. 
The 2 per cent differential in the 
cost of living sot up for the people 
of Arkansas by the original Hall 
sales tax law is all the handicap 
our merchants and their customers 
can stand in competition with goods 
offered by adjoining states. Texas, 
34 miles from Hope, has no general 
sales tax at all. 


The school lobby tried the sales- 


tax-increasc 
scheme 
in 
other 


years: and 1 warned you during the 
campaign on Amendment 4l"last 
month it would try again.. 


Property — real and personal — 


was given relief back in the 1930s 
when the schools were baile/i out 
of bankruptcy., with'the Hull sales 
tax instead of raising assessments 
and increasing the ad -valorem tax. 
But this time it is property's turn. 


Under no circumstances will The' 


Star support a higher sales .tax, 
and it is our measured opinion that 
if the school lobby tinkers with the 
idea it will run the risk of seeing 
the whole sales tax law repealed. 


We have gotten into this, school 


crisis by the slipshod procedure of 
allowing irresponsible men repre- 
senting the State Department of 
Education to come down to local 
school districts and advise them to 
inflate their operating budgets 300 
or 400 per cent, on the 
promise 


that the state government would 
"pay the freight." 


Now it develops that the 
state 


can't fulfill its promise. 


The sales tax rate can't be in- 


creased — and even if it were, it's 
a 50-50 gamble whether a higher 
rate would produce more dollars 
than the present 2 per. cent law. 
You would have to reckon 
with 


outraged shoppers, uncooperative 
storekeepers, 
and 
widespread 


smuggling of goods across the state 
line. 


The only source for enough new 


taxes to permit the state to con- 
tinue carrying the local school bur- 
den, that I know of, would be for 
Arkansas to seize the liquor busi- 
ness and set up a publicly-owned 
state dispensary system.That would 
produce probably 7 or 8 million 
dollars new revenue. But both the 
liquor people and the prohibition- 
ists are opposed to it. 


y^LL OF WHICH brings us back 


to the warning this newspaper 


gave you during the campaign on 
Amendment 41: The basic solution 
for the school revenue crisis lies 
lin property taxes. 


The problem is not insoluble. Ar- 


kansas property can afford to pay 
part of the bill today, considering 
'that it got relief through the sales 
tax back in the 1930s when times 
were hard. 


•But property taxes are levied lo- 


cally. And it' we've got to go back 
to supporting the schools locally in- 
staed of with slate aid, then 
the 


budgets that the State Department 
of Education inflicted upon local 
districts will be thrown out the win- 
dow. 


Salaries of those actually teach- 


ing in the public schools must be 
guaranteed at the present levels. 
Taxes will have to cover them. 


gut the rest of the budgetary in- 


flation will be stripped to the bone 
—the fate that befalls every organi- 
zation when its promises outrun its 
performance.

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Council Submits 
Two Plans for 
Restricting 


Little Rock, Dec. 29 — (/P)— The 


Arkansas legislative council 
has 


passed on to the 1951 legislature 
two plans for reduction of Arkan- 
sas' congressional districts 
from 
seven to six. 


There's one thing 
common 
to 


both plans. Each would force ,Rep. 
Boyd Tackett of Nashville, the Ar- 
kansas delegation's 
"freshman" 


member to run against a senior 
colleague if both should d e c i d e 
they wanted renomination. 


In one case Tackett would have 


to run against Rep. Oren Harris of 
El Dorado. In the other, his op- 
ponent, would be Rep. J. W. Trim- 
ble of Berryville. 


The legislature is not bound to 


either of the two plans which the 
council voted yesterday to submit 
to it out. of a total of 13 consid- 
ered. The legislature may adopt 
either of the plans or any other it 
wishes. Probably additional alter- 
native schemes will be presented. 


Any plan adopted, of c o u r s e , 


would mean that two incumbent 
congressmen would have to oppose 
each other 
for 
renomination 
if 


both wanted to continue in con- 
gress. 


The redistricting will be neces- 


sary because of Arkansas' loss of 
population — on which the 
num- 


ber of representatives 
for 
each 


state is based — between 1940 and 
1950. 


In one of the two plans sent on 


to the legislature yesterday, both 
Tackett's home county of Howard 
and Harris' home county of Union 
would be in the 
fourth 
district. 


Tackett 
represents 
the 
present 


fourth district; Harris, the seventh. 


In the other plan, both Tackett 


and T r i m b l e (Carroll county) 
would be living in a new third dis- 
trict. That's .the number of the 
district Trimble now represents. 


In the first plan — despite 
the 


realignment of counties — e a c h 
congressmen except Harris would 
be living in a district bearing 
a 


number corresponding to that of 
his present bailiwick. 


That wouldn't be true of the sec- 


ond plan. E. C: Gathings of West 
Memphis. Wilbur Mills of Kensett 
and Trimble still would be living 
in the first, second and third dis- 
tricts^i'e'spectively — the ones they 
now-represent. Tackett also would 
be living in the third. Rep. Brooks 
'Hays of Little Rock, now represent- 
ing the fifth district, would be liv- 
ing in the fourth district, and Har- 
ris' would be a resident of the fifth 
district, rather than the 
seventh. 


Rep. 
W. F. Norrell of Monticello 


still would have a home 
in 
the 


sixth district — the same by num- 
ber but not by identical counties 
that he now represents.

Auto Industry 
to Cut New 
Cor Output 


Detroit, Dec. 29 — (if)—The 
auto 


industry got ready today to 
cut 


output of new cars at the start of 
the new year. National emergency 
demands will force curtailment. 


Production cutbacks will cause 


layoffs of a large number of auto 
workers. The unemployment, how- 
ever, is expected to be only tempo- 
rary as the industry converts 
to 


defense production. 


The car makers said govern- 


ment restrictions on use of critical 
materials make the cutbacks nec- 
essary. The trade paper Automo- 
tive News said the cutbacks 
will 


range from 20 to 30 p e r c e n t 
throughout the 
industry 
in 
the 


early months of the new year. 


Four companies have announced 


plans for cutbacks. They are Gen- 
eral Motors. 
Packard, Ford and 


Studebaker. 


General Motors said a 
week's 


shutdown 
at 
its 
Linden, N., J., 


plant would idle some 3,000 work- 
ers. The plant is to close 
next 


week and reopen Jan. 8. 


Packard M o t o r Car Co. an- 


nounced it will curtail auto pro- 
duction • approximately 20" 'percent 
starting Jan. 2. The firm will lay 
off 1,800 workers here. Packard 
has been producing about 550 cars 
daily. 


The Ford Motor Co. Lincoln-Mer- 


cury division announced a cut in 
car production from 
440 to 280 


units a day at Metuchen, 
N. J. 


more than 1,000 workers will be 
idled. This will bring total layoffs 
in Ford 
plants throughout 
the 


United States to about 13,000. 


Studebaker Corp., at South Bend, 


Ind., has announced a 20 percent 
cutback of automobiles and trucks 
during January. 


Any further cutbacks in produc- 


tion are expected to hit the 
De- 


troit area the hardest. Although the 
auto industry has received an es- 
timated $1,000,000,000 
in defense 


contracts recently, most 
of 
the 


work is to be done in plants out- 
side Detroit. So far most of the 
defense production has been as- 
signed to new plant facilities with 
a minimum of interruption to auto 
output.

trade paper estimated 1950 produc- 
tion at slightly over 8,000,000 cars 
and trucks.

for customers if the rates were 
eventually declared unjustified or 
excessive.

portcst, but withdrew it earlier this 
week. Yesterday the commission 
made the new rates permanent.

Submits Plan 
to Revise Jury 
Selection 


Little Rock, Dec.. 29—(ff>)—A leg- 


islator has followed up his asser- 
tions of jury fixing in south Ar- 
kansas counties .with plans for a 
revision of jury selection laws. 
. Two weeks ago Rep. William I. 
Purifoy of Camden declared rtha* 
jury fixing was prevelarit in Neva- 
da, Clark and Ouachita counties 
"and two or three other counties 
that I know of." 


Purifoy said yesterday that when 


the legislature convenes Jan. 8 he 
would be ready to introduce pro- 
posed leglislation 
which 
among 


other things would provide that: 


Jury fixing be a felony punish- 


able by imprisonment of from one 
to five years.. 


No grant or petit juror serve at 


more than one term of court in 
any two year period. 


Summoning of bystanders to fill 


deficiencies on regular jury panels 
be prohibited. 


There be restrict! ons 
u n d e r 


which there wouldn't be a dispro- 
portionate number of members of 
the jury panel from any one county 
or township. 


Qualification for jury service be 


tightened. 


Three-man jury commissions be 


composed of one farmer, one labor- 
er, and one business man. 


Jury panels be selected by with- 


drawing of cards bearing individual 
names from the drum so fixed that 
it may be rotated and the cards 
shaken up. 


The Arkansas legislative council 


authorize a study to produce cor- 
rective legislation after 
Purifoy 


made his charges of jury fixing. 
Results of the study have not been 
announced. 


Court officials in 
the 
counties 


named by Purifoy defended selec- 
tion of juries in their jurisdictions. 
Purifoy declared the responses did 
not contain a specific denial of his 
charges. 


Other legislative proposals yes- 


terday included one by Rep. Jack 
Clark of Miller County, who said 
he would introduce a bill to reduce 
the highway commission from 13 
to three members with the terms 
to be staggered so one commission- 
er would be appointed each two 
years. He said he thought such a 
law would take 
the commission 


"out of politics" by removing it 
from the control of any one govern- 
or. 


Rep. L. H. Autry of Mississippi 


county suggested at a meeting of 
the legislative council that an emer- 
gency sales tax increase might be 
the only way to raise $5,000,000 
to meet public school c o m m i t t- 
ments between now and next July 
1, when a new fiscal year starts. 
He said that opinion didn't neces- 
sarily mean he 
would 
sponsor 


such legislation. 


U. S. Should 
Use Sabotage 
Says Wiley

Washington, Dec. 29 —(#>)— Sen- 


ator Wiley (R-Wis) 
urged today 


that the United States p r o v i d e 
arms, sabotage materials, 
money 


and encouragement to underground 
.groups .inside 'Russia and, Commu-. 
nist satellite countries. 


Wiley, second ranking .Republi- 


can on the senate foreign 
rela- 


tions committee, said in a state- 
ment that Russian and Communist 
leaders have been t r y i n g for 
many years to "foment revolutions 
within the Western nations." Now, 
he added, America and other 
na- 


tions should give the Communists 
"a taste of their own vile 
medi- 
cine." 


"All we need to stir up plenty 


of trouble in Russia, China 
and 


elsewhere is some daring leader- 
ship," Wiley said. "A counter-revo- 
lutionary program 
against com- 


munism would not cost a drop in 
the buket compared with the bil- 
lions we now spend." 


He told a reporter later that his 


proposals would require no addi- 
tional legislation or appropriations 
by congress. 


The Wisconsin senator proposed 


that America set up a world-wide 
revolutionary 
movement 
against 


communism patterned upon "the 
Cominform — the Communist In- 
ternational." 


Declaring "there is scarcely 
a 


family in Russia that hasn't had 
a member or relative liquidated or 
forced into slave labor," Wiley 
said both that country and Com- 
munist China 
would 
be 
fertile 


fields for a "commando-type pro- 
gram of psychological and revolu- 
tionary penetration." 


He cited Chinese Nationalist re- 


ports that there are 
"a million 


guerrillas" already in combat on 
the Communist-controlled Chinese 
mainland. 


President Truman was asked at 


his news conference yesterday if 
there was any consideration o£ aid- 
ing Nationalist forces on Fromosa 
stage an attack or help anti-Com- 
munist guerrillas in China. He said 
he could not comment.

U. S., Russian 
Split May Be 
Over Japanese

Washington, Dec. 29 —. (fl») —A 


final split between Russia and the 
United States over drafting a Jap- 
anese peace treaty appears almost 
inevitable. 


An exchange of notes between the 


two powers, 
the latest released 


here last night, disclosed several 
major points of conflict which dip- 
lomats doubt can be resolved. The 
United States shows every inten- 
tion of pressing for a treaty re- 
gardless of Russia's attitude. 


The American note released last 


night answered half a dozen ques- 
tions which the Soviet Union had 
put to this government on Nov. 20 
regarding American intentions on 
a peace settlement. 
« 


Points of -difference' which now 


emerge from the exchange are 
mainly these: 


1. 'The United States rejects Rus- 


sia's contention that any of 
the 


great powers should have a veto 
over the treaty. This means that if 
Russia will not go along on terms 
acceptable to this and other friend- 
ly nations, then the United States 
is prepared to go forward without 
.Russia. 


2. The United States ' is 
going 


ahead without consulting Commu- 
nist China, despite Russia's empha- 
sis 
on Red 
Chinese interest 
in 


Japan. It is pointed out.that Wash- 
ington has no diplomatic relations 
with the Peiping 
regime. 
More- 


over there is no current prospect 
that such relations will be estab- 
lished. 


3. The United States considers 


that it is "reasonable" for Japan 
to participate with this and with 
other nations in arrangements for 
a Japanese defense which "could 
include provision for the station- 
ing in Japan of troops of the United 
States and other nations." 


4. The United States is stand- 


ing by its proposal for a future de- 
cision. Either by the great powers 
or by. the United Rations, on«1*»«f 
status of Formosa. This is U. S. 
policy despite the 1943 Cairo agree- 
ment that Formosa should be re- 
stored to China. The Russians in- 
terpret that as meaning Commu- 
nist China. 


This country's view about For- 


mosa as presented to Mowsow ap- 
pears to be that because of the 
Chinese a g g r e s s i o n in Korea 
against 
United 
Nations 
forces, 


U.N. considerations, now take pre- 
cedence over the Cairo declara- 
tion. 


The exchange of notes began" on 


Oct. 
26 when John Foster Dulles, 


then serving as an American rep- 
resentative at the United Nations, 
presented to Soviet Ambassador 
Jacob Malik a set of proposals for 
drafting a Japanese 
treaty. On 


Nov. 
20 the 
Russians 
submitted 


their questions, which in many in- 
stances were arguments against 
what the United States wanted to 
do about such matters as Formosa 
and Japan's post-treaty security. 
Russia also raised 
the 
question 


whether some of the powers might 
conclude "a separate peace" with 
Japan.

vision sets, furniture, stock market 
securities, or anything else. 


There was nothing in the order 


itself to raise interest rates for 
those who manage to get loans. 
Neither was there anything to pre- 
vent banks from raising 
those 


rates although officials did not ex- 
pect PL rate raise. 


The board's freeze was effected 


by raising "reserve requirements 
— the proportion of deposits that 
member banks are required 
to 


post with federal reserve authori- 
ties as non-lendable reserves. 


Reserve system member banks 


account for the great bulk of U.S. 
bank deposits and,loans, although 
they constitute a minority of the 
nation's 15,000 banks. It is up to 
the state banking authorities wheth- 
er to apply a similar freeze to the 
remaining banks. 


The board's crack-down on its 


members with a compulsory freeze 
— which will cut bank profits by 
cutting their lending capacity — 
amounted to conceding failure for 
board efforts to get banks to hold 
down lending voluntarily.
